Last Thursday evening, the New 
Brockton Town Council met in spe- 
cial session to discuss finances. 

Mayor Kathryn Holley briefed 
the members of the council on the 
status of the town’s coffers, She fo- 
cused on the police department’s ex- 
penditures since that department is 
the town’s greatest expense, 

Linda Dillow advised the mayor 
and council that as of May 15, there 
is $13,989.04 in the general fund. 

Holley noted that, if the trend 
continues as has in the t few 
months, expenditures for the police 
department will total more than 
$101,490.00 by September 30, 1996 
(end of the town’s fiscal year). 


Council members were also given 
an overview of the town’s total fi- 
nancial picture. 

Mayor Holley told them that a 
fairly accurate (conservative) estima-

Several minutes of discussion 
among members of the council fol- 
lowed with differing opinions as to 
whether or not the water board was 
to give the town $5,000.00. 

At the conclusion of the discus- 
sion, Councilman Robert Miles, who 
also serves on the water board, said, 
“If the $5,000.00 has to be paid, the 
water board will pay it.” 

The discussion turned to the po- 
lice department with it being noted 
that the department, at the present 
time, has four full-time officers and 
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one part-time officer. 

In a handout given to council 
members by the mayor, figures on 
the revenue (court fines & fees) gen- 
erated by the police department dur- 
ing the past four years, five and one- 
half months totalled $45,686.42. 

During the previous four years 
(1989-92), those same figures to- 
talled $95,911.72. 

For several minutes, council 
members discussed cutting person- 
nel, cutting salaries, or both, within 
the police department; however, no 
actual decision to do so was made. 

The only money-saving decision 
made was that the members of the 
council voted to served for $1 per 
month for the next six months. This 
will amount to an approximate sav- 
ings to the town of $550.00 per 
month, 

Also, Mayor Holley, Councilman 
Charles Cole and Police Chief 
Charles Driggers were to meet and 
discuss other money-saving meas- 
ures that can be taken within the po- 
lice department.

The U. S. Supreme Court has struck down the $2 million punitive 
damage judgement in what had become a rallying point for reform 
and the butt of jokes nationwide, the BMW paint job lawsuit. The 
judges said punitive damages in Alabama were unreasonably exces- 
Sive, While we don't disagree with the decision, we regret that Ala- 
bama leaders ... and citizens, are still leaving the hard decisions to 
the courts. Alabama has been doing this for many years, apparently 
because no one is willing to take the lead and/or the blame. There 
has been pressure to revise Alabama's civil damages laws, but that 
pressure always met an equal opposing pressure. This new court 
opinion probably means Alabama lawmakers will finally have to 
pass some new laws, but now it is under the watchful eye of the U. 
S. Supreme Court, when at the same time we hear the cry for more 
home rule under the premise that home folks know best what is best 
for us. If we truly want home rule, we need to first exercise it in the 
areas where we already have the responsibility, 


The high civil judgements in Alabama courts were because of jury 
Opinions, no more, no less ... has long been our position. That al- 
ways brought an argument that new laws were not what was need- 
ed, but better education for jurors was the answer. People close to 
those who serve on juries, and the court system in general, argued 
that it would be impossible because of a “lottery mentality” where 
all concemed see it as a chance to strike it rich at the expense of the 
manufacturer and a big ol’ insurance company, never realizing the 


action would increase everyones premiums and cost of goods pur- 
chased. 


We stayed up with the Alabama legislature Monday night ... that is 
until the Senate adjourned. We didn’t see much use listening to the 
representatives any more when the senators had ended their final 
meeting of the regular session. There is a lot of speculation as this 
is being written that Governor James is going to veto the General 
Fund budget.

A Strong Defense Also Means Alabama Jobs 


Good news came last week for 
many Southeast Alabamians who 
work in military-related jobs. The 


new Pentagon budget passed the U.S. 
House of Representatives authoriz 
ing healthy funding for Alabama's 


Second District military bases and 
defense industries, 

Last Wednesday, I cast my 
vote for the National Security Act of 
1997, This blueprint for defense de- 
partment spending for next year au 
thorizes $50.9 million for Second 
District military bases, while defense 
industry jobs in Tallassee, Pike 
County, and Bufaula are slated for 
continued work, 


Maxwell Air Force Base in 
Montgomery is the home of the Air 
University. It also will be the site of 
anew military hospital replacing the 
current one scattered among 12 sepa- 
rate buildings. The 1997 House de- 
fense budget includes $32.9 million 
for phase II of the much-needed hos- 
pital project, and an officer training 
academic facility. Maxwell's train- 
ing mission and the entire military 
community in Montgomery will ben- 
efit from these efforts. 

Meanwhile, Fort Rucker’s 
military housing community is slated 
forarevamp. I personally requested 
that work continue to repair and mod- 
ernize another 256 housing units on 
post. I was able to have $18 million 
included in the new defense budget 
for this purpose. This neighborhood 
revitalization program is essential to 


the quality of life of our military 
personnel and their families. 
Workers at Tallassee’s DOW- 


UT plant will be glad to hear that two 
of theirhelicopter programs have been 
re-ordered for the coming year. The 
House authorized $344 million in 
new Blackhawk helicopter construc- 
tion, while it agreed to spend $64 
million for new Superstallion heli- 
copters. Both aircraft are partially 
produced at the Tallassee plant. 


As a member of the Procure- 
ment Subcommittee of the House Na 
tional Security Committee, | worked 
to have three missile systems, par- 
tially produced in Pike County, funded 
for another year. | worked to add $54 
million to the Pentagon's request for 
new Javelin missiles and also added 
$39 million for ‘Have Nap’ AGM- 
142 missiles in the new budget. Lalso 


supported the $357 million budget 
request for additional Hellfire 1 mis- 
siles, All of these important, high- 
tech weapons systems will be pro- 
duced at least in part at Lockheed 
Martin, north of Troy, The additional 
funding I’ve secured will serve not 
only to meet the military's increased 
demand for these weapons systems 
but will save tax dollars through re- 
duced unit costs, 

Eufaula’s TCS Applied Tech- 
nologies will benefit from the 
Pentagon's request for more Ad- 
vanced Medium Range Air to Air 
missiles (AMRAAMs), which the 


Southeast Alabama planthelps to pro- 
duce. The total Pentagon commit- 
ment for the AMRAAM will be $198 
million, $45.5 million of which I per- 


sonally requested. 

I also was able to ensure that 
the Pentagon’s budget includes 
enough money for necessary tent pro- 
duction in the coming year. Some 
$24.5 million will be spenton special- 
ized tent modules, while another $5 
million will go to repair 20,000 gen- 


eral purpose military tents. Much of 
this ($17.8 million) was ordered at my 
request. 


Lastly, our men and women in 
uniform are slated for a 3 percent pay 
raise next year, along with a 4.6 per- 
cent increase in their military housing 


allowance. This is well deserved and 
long overdue. The House defense 
authorization bill now awaits confer- 


ence with the U.S, Senate which is 
expected to pass its own version this 
week,

If one had not witnessed the duplici- 
ty of the tobacco industry in the 
t, one could be lulled into think- 
ing this company was at last realiz- 
ing the consequences of advertising 
tactics which deliberately targets 
youth, c , 

Sadly, this is not the case. It is, 
instead, a ploy to try to force the 
Food and Drug Administration to 
“back off the regulating of cigar- 
ettes". Only if the FDA agrees to do 
so is the agreement valid. The offers 
to remove brand name advertising at 
sports stadiums and arenas, to re- 
move outdoor advertising of cigar- 
ettes from within 1000 feet of 
schools, and to remove cigarette lo- 
gos from various items which turn 
children into walking advertisements 
for their ucts, would only go 
into effect if the FDA lessens its ef- 
forts to restrict tobacco advertising, 
especially that which attracts young 
ag . 

bviously, the company is con- 
cerned that the FDA is getting too 
close to an all out ban on the adver- 
tising of harmful products like tobac- 
co. To offer such an exchange is not 
acceptable; those steps should be 
taken with no strings attached. The 
FDA should not bow to such an 
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agreement, but should stand firm in 
its commitment to curb and regulate 
the tobacco industry, thus protecting 
the public, particularly the vulnera- 
ble youth,

confirmation; and the governing body of the 
Alabama state bar shall appoint two mem- 
bers of the state bar to serve as members of 
the commission.

The names used for a hurricane 
have an international flavor because 
hurricanes affect other nations and 
are tracked by the public and weath- 
er services of countries other than 
the United States. Names for hurri- 
canes are selected from library 
sources and agreed upon by nations 
involved during international meet- 
ings of the World Meteorological 
Organization. 

Experience shows that the use of 
short, distinctive given names in 
written as well as in spoken commu- 
nications ‘s quicker, and less subject 
to error than the older more cumber- 
some latitude-longitude identifica- 
tion methods, These advantages are 
especially important in exchanging 
detail storm information between 
hundreds of widely scattered sta- 
tions, airports, coastal bases, and 
ships at sea. 

The use of easily remembered 
names greatly reduces confusion 
when two or more tropical storms 
occur at the same time. For example, 
one hurricane can be moving slowly 
westward in the Gulf of Mexico, 
while at exactly the same time an- 
other hurricane can be moving rapid- 
ly northward along the Auantic 
coast. In the past, confusion and 
false rumors have arisen when storm 
advisories broadcast from one radio 
station were mistaken for wamings 
conceming an entirely different 
storm located hundreds of miles 


away. 

In 1953, the United States aban- 
doned as confusing a two-year plan 
to name storms by a phonetic alpha- 
bet (Able, Baker, Charlie) when a 
new, international phonetic alphabet 
was inoduced, That year, this na- 
tion's weather services began using 
female names for storms.

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MONEY SAVING MEASURES PASSED BY COUNCIL 


New Brockton cuts expenses

Once again, New  Brockton’s 
Town Council held a special meet- 
ing last Thursday evening (May 23) 
to discuss the town’s financial woes. 

This time, the purpose of the 
meeting adjourned from a week ago 
was to here suggestions for moncy- 
saving measures from Mayor Kathy 
Holley, Councilman Charles Cole 
and Police Chief Charles Driggers. 

The three were to meet between 
the May 16 and May 23 meeting. 
Their purpose was to review the po- 
lice department’s situation, and to re- 
turn to the council with suggestions 
on ways to cut the town’s expenses. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
Mayor Holley stated, “The purpose 
of this meeting is to continue the dis- 
cussion of the financial status of the 
police department and the town,” 

The mayor reported that as of this 
date (May 23), a total of $19,565.87 
had been deposited into the town’s 
bank account. She noted that this in- 
cluded the $5,000.00 (the amount 
discussed at the last meeting) re- 
ceived from the water department. 

Mayor Holley also noted that Lin- 
da Dillow, city clerk, had written 
checks totaling $22,366.44 for bills 


through the end of the month. This 
amount includes two payrolls. 

Dillow estimated that the general 
fund balance at the end of the month 
would be approximately $17,600.00. 

The discussion then turned to 
what measures can be taken to re- 
duce the town’s expenses during this 
financial crisis. 

Mayor Holley reported that the 
“committee” discussed the following 
cost-saving measures: cut each po- 
lice officer’s pay by .25¢ per hour 
and 8 hours per month; cut the po- 
lice chief’s pay by $15.00 per week, 
plus he would work 24 hours per 
month per week; reduce the street 
department employees’ pay by .15¢ 
per hour; reduce the city clerk’s 
hours by 10 hours per month; and 
cut all other expenses (travel, etc.) 
by as much as possible. 

The members of the council, 
mayor included, voted at the previ-’ 
ous meeting to serve for the remain- 
der of the fiscal year for $1 per 
month pay. 

The council, including members 
of the police and street departments, 
discussed for several minutes the 


measures recommended by the 
“committee.”

Attorney General’s opinion 
received by New Brockton

The New Brockton Town Council 
recently received an Attorney Gener- 
al’s opinion on the “road mainte- 
nance” concerning Co. Rd. 533. 

In December of 1995, a differ- 
ence of opinion arose between the 
town council of New Brockton and 
the Coffee County Commission as to 
whose responsibility it was to main- 
tain the road. 

Coffee County Road 533 (Betha- 
ny Road) runs south from U.S. Hwy. 
84 in downtown New Brockton to 
AL Hwy. 134. The portion of the 
county road in the city limits being 
Tyler Street. 

The problem between the town 
and county surfaced when the coun- 
cil refused to pay the first of 96 pay- 
ments for the resurfacing of the road 


(533) inside the town limits. 

From that point on, the problem 
has escalated with the maintenance 
of other roads (Byrd Mill Road) 
within the town limits becoming a 
question. Also, the county has de- 
nied the town gas privileges at the 
county pumps located in New 
Brockton. 

In an effort to settle the dispute, 
both the town and county have re- 
quested opinions from the Attorney 
General’s Office. New Brockton’s 
council has received theirs. 


The question asked the Attorney 
General was: “If there is no resolu- 
tion of the town council accepting 
responsibility for county roads that 
lie within the town's corporate lim- 
its, is the town responsible for main- 
taining such roads?” 

After citing several sections of 
the Code of Alabama 1995, Legisla- 
tive Acts, court cases, and other AG 
opinions on similar circumstances, 
the Attorney General offered the fol- 
lowing opinion: 

“In view of the foregoing, the an- 
swer to your question is that, while 
the county bears the principal re- 
sponsibility for maintaining its 
roads, the city may also bear some 
responsibility as well. The extent of 
this responsibility is a factual ques- 
tion which must be resolved by the 
jurisdictions in question or by a 
court of law. We urge the municipal- 
ity and the county to work together 
to provide safe roads for their citi- 
zens.” 

The opinion was signed for Attor- 
ney General Jeff Sessions by James 
R. Solomon, Jr., Chief of Opinions 
Division, 

The question now is whether or 
not the town council and county 
commission will get together and 
settle their differences, or go to 

* court. 


Republican delegate candidates 
to be on paper ballots 


Probate Judge Bill Gammill says 
that due to the length of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican Preference 
Primaries, and voting machine space 
limitation, the Republican candidates 
for convention delegates will appear

the voting machine. 

Therefore, only those wishing to 
vote for the delegates to the Republi- 
can convention will have to vote the 
paper ballot, 

“Because of the limitations of our 
machines, something was going to 
have to be on a paper ballot,” said 
Judge Gammill. “I believe just put- 
ting the Republican delegates on the 
paper ballot will be the least confus- 
ing and disruptive,”

The Elba City School Board met 
in special session at noon on Thurs- 
day, May 23rd. 

In swift succession they named 
Elementary Principal Dale Crowe to 
serve as the Federal Program Co- 
ordinator, Judy Killingsworth was 
named to replace Crowe as prinicpal 
and Mickey McCollough was moved 
from the central office into the as- 
sistant principal’s position at the Ele- 
mentary School. All three positions 
are 12 month jobs and are effective 
with the next school year. 

The new federal programs co- 
ordinator position was needed, ex- 
plained Superintendent Charles 
Pearce, because of the change that 
has all federal programs, except Spe- 
cial Education, coming to the school 
in the form of a block grant, ef- 
fective with the 1996-97 school year. 

Crowe will work out of the cen- 
tral office. Duties will include, but 
are not limited to: full responsibility 
for all federally funded programs, 
administering budgeting, reporting, 
implementation and compliance; 
serving as attendance officer; text- 
book coordinator; safe school co- 
ordinator; in charge of drug testing; 
accreditation compliance; inventory 
of all equipment and fixed assets and 
assisting the superintendent with. 
oyerseeing the Child Nutrition Pro- 
gram (CNP) bidding, ordering and 
budgeting ... this last part is due to 
the abolishing of the CNP director 
position previously held by McCol- 
lough. 

Killingsworth has been serving in 
an administrative position at the ele- 
mentary school, which was for all 
practical purposes assistant prin- 
cipal. In that position she worked 
closely with the teachers and they al- 
ready know, and accept, the high

standards expected of them by Mrs. 
Killingsworth. Her promotion at the 
beginning of the coming school year 
should therefore be smooth. 

McCollough is well experienced 
in school administration, having 
served as principal himself on more 
than one occasion. Therefore, he to 
will transition into his new position 
smoothly, Pearce said. 

The job responsibilities as assist- 
ant principal include discipline, 
overseeing maintenance of the phys- 


ical plant operation and the grounds;

He read the referendum as it will 
be worded on the ballot. It will read 
as follows: 

“Shall E-911, an advanced form 
of emergency telephone service, be 
implemented in Coffee County, to in- 
clude Elba, Kinston and New Brock- 
ton; said implementation to include 
the establishment of an emergency 
communications district and board, 
whose members will serve without 
compensation, and the levying of a

state’s public fishing lakes 


The Game & Fish Division of the 
Alabama Department of Conserva- 
tion and Natural Resources has an- 
nounced fee changes for Alabama’s 
Public Fishing Lakes, 

Effective June 1, the daily fishing 
permit fee will be $2, daily boat ren- 
tal will cost $3, and daily boat 
launch fee will be $2. There is no ad- 
ditional charge for fish caught from 
a lake. 

Since the first state public fishing 
lakes opened in 1950, the State 
Lakes Program has grown to include 
23 lakes in 20 counties, 

The program's purpose is to pro- 
vide quality Sing at an affordable 
price in areas of the state that lack 
sufficient natural waters to meet the 
needs of the angler, 

As an innovative way to reduce 
the program's cost, the Game & Fish 
Division contracts with individuals 
to operate the lakes on a daily basis. 
The lake managers earn an income 


through profits from concession 
sales and fees from permit sales, 

The last fee increase was in 1979, 
when the daily fishing permit fee 
was raised from $1 to $1.50, With 
current inflation rates applied to this 
fee, a daily fishing permit today 
would be $3.25. Inflation and other 
operating costs have placed an eco- 
nomic strain on lake managers. 

The Game & Fish Division has 
attempted to reduce the strain by re- 
lieving some of the burdens, Howev- 
er, a fee change has become neces- 
sary, and the Division is forced to 
ask anglers for help. 

The fee adjustment should have a 
small impact on anglers, and will 

rovide greatly-needed revenue to 
keep the State Lake Program operat- 
ing, 

In announcing the fee increase, 
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service fee of $00.78 [seventy-eight 
cents] per month on all telephone 
subscribers; said levy to become ef- 
fective immediately after passage of 
this referendum.” 

Webb suggested to the commis- 
sion that they promote an advertising 
campaign two to three weeks preced- 
ing the June 25th vote.
